Just what touched off the dem on­ 
stration was a subject of cam pus 
debate today. F irst reports were 
that dism issal of a house m other 
started the fight. L ater university 
spokesmen attribu ted the dem o n­ 
stration to “ spring exhilaration,” 
and said it grew from a prankish 
w ater fight into the larger dem o n­ 
stration when the fight began to 
attract students from other areas 
of the cam pus. 
Between 35 and 40 police officers 
and deputy sheriffs had to be call­ 
ed out to quell the demonstration. 
Seven male students arrested Sun­ 
day night have been released w ith­ 
out any ch arg es being filed. 
When P resid en t Ralph McDon­ 
ald appealed to the students to d is­

In Florida, it took police from 
six com m unities surrounding F ort 
Lauderdale to put down the stu­ 
dent uproar.

Deepens; Business Better? 


NEW YORK (AP)—The unem­ 
ployment problem has deepened 
in the face of general opinion that 
business is climbing out of the 
recession. 
The government reported last 
week 
that 
unemployment 
in­ 
creased by 320,000 in February to 
a total of 5,705,000, and that two- 
thirds of the 150 major industrial 
areas have substantial unemploy­ 
ment this month. 
The num ber of areas in this pre­ 
dicament is the highest ever. 
Secretary of Labor Arthur J. 
Gildberg added 25 areas to the 
list in which 6 per cent of the 
work force is idle. They included 
Chicago, 
Cincinnati, 
Milwaukee, 
San 
Francisco-Oakland, 
Seattle, 
Syracuse, 
New Orleans, 
Miami 
and Dayton. 
The Labor Department slightly 
parted the dark curtain with the 
report that employers in nine out 
of IO of the industrial areas ex­ 
pect some improvement in em ­ 
ployment between now and May. 
To h e l p alleviate the distress 
from 
unemployment, 
President 
Kennedy signed legislation which 
will provide additional payments 
up to 13 weeks for jobless workers 
who have used up their benefits. 
The payments, which may ag­ 
gregate as much as $1 billion, will 
go to 3 million persons. 
This was the first specific anti­ 
recession measure enacted by the 
current Congress. 
In 
another 
action 
aimed 
at 
countering t h e recessions, t h e 
Mouse 
Banking 
Committee 
ap­ 
proved a loan and grant program 
of nearly $400 million to help pro­ 
vide job opportunities in chron­ 
ically depressed areas. 
As for business conditions, the 
consensus was that the economy 
is moving toward recovery. But 
the big question was: When will 
it be reached? 
The President told his news con­ 
ference there is cadence of some 
improvement. He added it is too 
early to tell whether the progress 
will be sufficient to reduce unem 
ployment and launch a sustained 
economic growth.

United States doesn't figure to win 
In Laos. A cease fire and neu­ 
tralization of the country is about 
the best the United States can 
hope for. Even that has its gloomy 
side. 
No wonder President Kennedy 
and British Prim e Minister Harold 
Macmillan flew to Key West Sun­ 
day to talk over the situation. No 
wonder, either, that while they 
made stern talk, it was careful 
In the first place, the rainy sea­ 
son soon will begin in Laos. It 
will last until November, turning 
the 
few 
and

swamps. Any troops sent in would 
have slow going. There is no rail 
road. 
I fs a land of mountains and jun­ 
gles, no place for big armies. 
Guerrilla war wou’d be more like 
it, with help from 
airlifts. But 
Russia could send in supplies by 
air, just as ifs doing now. So is 
the United States. 
Further, there is great apathy 
among the gentle Laotians. To 
complicate it even more, the Lao­ 
tians are split into tribes. Among 
them many reportedly have scant 
feelings of nationalism.

support the Hedled Pathet Tao in

While American allies in South

For this country to use nuclear 
weapons to win in Laos seems out 
of the question. If it tried, ifs 
highly questionable it could win. 
The Russians, baking 
the reb­ 
els, are good 
with

pons, too. 
Kennedy last week told his news 
conference the United States didn’t 
want to be trapped or drawn into 
a Laotian war. Before that, though, 
he had turned thumbs down on 
nuclear fighting in Southeast Asia. 
On Oct. 16, 1959, he said: “In 
practice our nuclear retaliatory 
power s not enmigih. It cannot de­ 
ter Communist aggression which 
is too limited to justify atomic 
war. 
“ It cannot protect uncommitted 
nations against a Communist take 
over using local or guerrilla forc­ 
es. It cannot be used in a so 
called 
‘brush 
fire’ 
peripheral 
w ar.” 
War in Laos would be perpher- 
al. Still the United States could 
not afford to avoid taking a stand 
if the Russians refused a cease 
fire. The loss of American pres­ 
tige in Southeast Asia and the 
world would be too great. 
Further, since Laos has four 
non-Communist neighbors — Thai­ 
land, Burma. Cambodia and South 
Viet Nam—Communist control of 
all Laos would be preliminary to 


a push against the neighbors. 
Even with a truce and cease 
fire, it is unlikely the Communists 
will yield that northern part of 
Laos 
which they 
hold 
now. A 
cease fire probably would wind up 
in a divided Laos. 
Then it would be only time be­ 
fore the Reds, 
wthout open re­ 
newal of the fighting, began in­ 
filtrating southern Laos to take ov­ 
er from inside. 


When a 1954 truce In Indochina 
ended the fighting between the 
French and the 
Reds, the north­ 
ern half of Viet Nam was kept 
by the Communists, the southern 
half by a government tied to the 
West. 


But now, seven years after the

whose strength has been tempered j 
by grief. 
At 
65, attractive, 
gray-haired 
Mrs. Agnes Dooley has not forgot­ 
ten how to smile. 
The death of Tom, the famed 
jungle doctor of Laos, blunted her 
innate drive and sapped her en­ 
ergy, but her resilient spirit assert­ 
ed itself. Soon she 
addressed her­ 
self to Tom’s unfinished business. 
She manages a smile and ob­ 
serves, “ Tom could sell 
you 
a 
white blackbird,” as she recalls 
his successful effort to woo broth­ 
er Malcolm from a promising busi­ 
ness career to become president 
of Medico, the organization Tom 
helped found. It s dedicated to es­ 
tablishing hospitals and bringing 
medical care to underdeveloped 
areas. 
Medico is now a primary factor 
in the Lives 
of Mrs. Dooley and 
Malcolm. 
Looking back at the boyhood of 
her sons, Mrs. Dooley says they 
were all proud and independent, 
qualities they learned at 
home. 
“ Tom’s father was a very prac­ 
tical m an.” 
She recalls sum m ers in Wiscon­ 
sin and family swimming parties. 
“Tom was a strong swimmer,” 
sh 
says. "He saved tw'o people 
from drowning, once in St. Louis 
and another time in the Atlantic 
Ocean. 
“ He loved mountains and music 
and sunsets but he had an almost 
equal regard for steak, potatoes 
and 
ice cream 
with 
chocolate 
sauce.” 
And then she adds: 
“ Tom was a fine pianist. We 
thought for awhile that he might 
be a musician. He even dragged a 
piano to Laos from Hong Kong.” 
Agnes Dooley has had her share 
of sorrows. The first was the death 
of her only daughter. 
In 1944, Earle, her oldest son 
was killed in Germany. A first lieu­ 
tenant in the infantry, he had plan­ 
ned to become a career diplomat 
before the war. 
Mrs. Dooley proudly shows visit­ 
ors to her five-room apartment two 
purple hearts, a sliver star and a 
bronze star, won by Earle. 
Her husband died a few years | 
after Earle. Then Tom contracted 
the cancer that later claimed his 
life the day after his 34th birthday. 
To heighten the pain of Tom s dea­ 
th was the fact that he apparent­ 
ly had been cured earlier. 
Across the country the image of 
Dr. Tom Dooley, the jungle physi- I 
cian who battled disease and heat 
and inadtquate medical supplies 
a n i equipment — and cancer — to 


bring treatment to the natives of 
Laos, drew quick admiration and 
sympathy. 
When he died he had six doctor­ 
ate degrees, the Legion of Merit 
which he won as a naval doctor in 
Viet Nam. 
In 
the 
days 
following Tom’s 
death Mrs. Dooley was overwhelm­ 
ed by the official reaction. Condol­ 
ences came from every part of the 
world and every strata of society 
and 
government. 
Agnes 
Dooley 
mourned staunchly and privately. 
Deluged with mail, she was tak­ 
en on the demanding task of read­ 
ing and answering it. “ It s pain­ 
ful. The letters sometimes recall 
vivid memories, but I want to do 
it because it may help complete 
Tom’s work.” 
Mrs. Dooley was just about the 
only woman in Tom’s life.

CINCINNATI (AP) — Cincin­ 
nati s victory over Ohio State in 
the NCAA basketball finals might 
help cut down a roadblock rn Ohio 
athletics that goes back years. 
Cincinnati's 70-65 overtime vic­ 
tory Saturday night was the first 
time the schools have met rn bask 
etball since 1922. 
University of Cincinnati officials 
wouldn't say much about it Sun­ 
day, except they hope the school 
can play Ohio State rn regular sea­ 
son games. 
But Cincinnati officials Sunday 
had 
other things in thor 
mind. 
This conservative old riverbank 
city spread its wildest victory cele­ 
bration and welcome in years for 
the victorious Bearcats, returning 
from their Kansas City triumph 
It came in the first season of new 
coach Ed Jucker. 
Ohio State, long a power in the 
Big Ten. has for years not played 
other Ohio schools in football and 
basketball. It broke the unwritten 
rule the past season by opening 
at Ohio University as the Athens 
school dedicated its new arena. 
Cincinnati has indicated it wants 
to schedule Ohio Slate in basket­ 
ball. 
“ I don’t know of any new talks 
on that.” 
said Jucker 
Sunday. 
•’and actually I can’t comment on 
it at this time ” 
He said, however, that assistant 
coach Tay Baker was still in Kan­ 
sas City trying to Iron out next 
year’s basketball schedule 
Jucker said last Friday was the 
first time Cincinnati, a defensive 
power, had scored Ohio State. He 
said. “ We simply made up our 
minds to play our game offen­ 
sively. It had been successful this

right to vote for president. 
Ohio senators are having a little 
fun playing a cat-and-mouse game 
to assure that the Buckeye State 
will be the one to put the D.C. 
suffrage amendment over the top. 
D.C. residents now have no vote 
of any kind, 
So far, 36 states have ratified, 
but 38 states must act before the 
proposed 
23rd 
Amendment 
be­ 
comes a part of the Constitution. 
Apparently, three states—Kansas. 
New Hamoshire and Ohio — are 
Jockeying for the 38th spot. 
Available records Indicate this 
would be the first time in the 
state's 158 year history that Ohio 
was the state to complete ratifi­ 
cation. 
Kansas was believed ready to 
act late last week, but it didn’t.

may speed up its move if Kansas 
and Ohio drag their heels. 
Ohio, enjoying its ready-for-bus 
iness position, can finish off the 
ratification business at any mom­ 
ent after 4:45 p.m , EST, today. 
Senate State Government Com­ 
mittee

Gray, R-Miami, has called a spec­ 
ial committee hearing for 4 p m., 
EST, today to report the House- 
approved ratification resolution to 
the Senate floor. Then the Senate 
will go into session, holding the 
resolution in its Rules Committee 
until the 37th state ratifies. Then 
Ohio will go into action. 
When ratified, the 23rd Amend­ 
ment will give the District of Co­ 
lumbia three votes in the U.S. 
Electoral College which cast* the 
actual votes for president. That 
number is equal to the number of 
votes cast by the least populous 
itate. 
In Ohio, as elsewhere, the pro­ 
posed amendment has bipartisan 
support. In Ohio, Senate Minority 
Leader Frank W. King, D-Toledo,

to assure that the Ohio Senate is 
ready to suspend its rules and act 
quickly on ratification as soon as 
some other state has become the 
37th to ratify.
